After the 
accident he refused to go to a 
hospital, and was taken home 
bleeding from an apparently super- 
ficial wound iit the back of his 
head. He talked tt> his wife an<l 
children and said that he would be 
all right in a day or two. He grew 
rjipiilly worse toward midnight. 
Two physicians were in attenilance 
and discovered by the symptoms 
that his skull was fractureti. 

Kinsey was forty-three years old, 
and livi'd at '203 Walnnt .street. 
He htiil three children, ti boy, of Hi, 
and two daughters, aged 13 and t) 
years ivspeciivcly. He had been 
in the Fire Depaitment abont eight 
years. Under the new law his 
widow will b<> the first to receive a 
pension, which will amount to half 
of his salary, as he was injured 
while tin duty. 

The <^ar was in charge of Motor- 
man Raphael McCarthy, «if 81 Wil- 
liam street, a young man who hiis 
nol been long at the contitdler box. 
The hook and ladder truck was 
crossing the tracks slowly, and the 
car was 100 yaids away when the 
firemen sounded the gong. It is 
said that McCarthy got rattled, and, 
instead of shutting off the i)owei, 
jiut il on full speed and then tti*>d 
to slop by applying the hainl brake. 
The collision was haid enough to 
break a ladth>i and splinter the 
foot-boaitl t)f the truck and force It 
to the side of Ihe street. Kinsey, 
who was strapped to his seat, was 
thrown heavily ami fell upon his 
liack to the pavement. Capt. 
O'Hrieii was thrown from the foot- 
board and sprained his ankle. 
Firenu>n Netsehert and Hoppe 
jumped and escapeil injury, while 
Firemen Spillaue and Haker wtre 
thrown, but tmly slightly bruised, 
McCarthy was arr«v<ted jind paroled, 
but was reaii-esteil yestenlay morn- 
ing, charged with manslaughter, 
and releiiMed upon $2,tH)0 bail to 
await the action of the (irand 
Jury.

Louis ; Miss Hypatia Boyd, of Mil- 
waukee ; Olof Hanson, of Faii- 
bault ; Phil L. Axling, ol Smith 
Dakota, and others.

The first evening of the conven- 
tion, a reception and elaliorate 
siippei was given the delegates at 



the Hotel VVindsor, and here it was 
.Miss Boyrl's uood fortune to meet 
I he inventoi of the wonderful in 
Mirnment the Akoulallion -Miller 
Hees ■ llutcliinson, and to secure not 
only an interview, but the oppor- 
tunity of ti'StiuK his insliniiM III. 

Mr. HuU'hinson Is fileasani and 
yoiitliiul in app^arsnce, and to 
think that he is twenty three years 
oil! is to Ihiiik correctly. He lias a 
sunny smile, and bright, (diarmini,' 
eyes, Moftened exquisitely by a look 
of kindliness which somehow con- 
veys to yon the impression that like 
Aliou Ben Adbem of old, he is a 
lover of hum. mity and Miixioiis to 
do soiiK-thini; for its irood With- 
out any evident exertion he moved 
his li|).s in llie way ihat best suits 
liii-readeis and for this re ison the 
writer had no difliciilty in under- 
standing what was said. 

As quite a ci-owd of deaf people 
were waiting to test the iimtrument, 
it was some time before Mr lliitch- 
ins<in could grant the writer a test 
While waiting her 'urn, she re- 
marked to Mr. Hutchins<ui Ihat In- 
had given his iustrument rather a 
hard name ami that she could not 
for the life of her recall .this 
name. 

"The iiiHliuineiit," smilingly 
answered the courteous inventor, 
"is called the akoulallion, and its 
name is ilcrived from two tJreek 
words, ' akou,' and ' lalea,' mean- 
inir "to hear,' and 'to speak,' and 
sitrnifies that by hearing, mutes 
may be taught to sjieak, which is 
luit a natural conclusion, inasmuch 
as we of normal hearinif can learn 
lo understand a foreign language 
by hearing the worrls spoken and 
learning^their meaning." 

" Dra-s the akoulallion enalilo a 
person who has no ear drums to 
hear?" 

" Most certainly, and here is a 
chance lo try it," ami the deaf girl 
sat down in the big chair close to 
the table, and looking at Ihe ma- 
chine bethought h<-rs«dftkal it would 
be difficult to lb scribe it 'That 
is the battery where the force is 
generated, thai is th^' Moimd trans- 
mitter and electrn.il conductor, 
and these — " and here she placed 
lo ea^di ear a circular shaped pad, 
which formed part of the machine. 
Then she nearly tiymbled in her 
eager am icipal ion and dreamed of 
a happy day when she might re- 
liiinhome with hearing restored. 
She heard her dear mother's voice, 
saying, " And can you really 
hear ?" while the stern paterfnuii- 
lias in broad Scottish questioned : 
" Hoots, lassie, ye maun be hear- 
in', but how am I tae ken ye hear 
without ear-drums '("" She also 
thought of the pardonably sweet 
revenge which such a miracle would 
make possible in the case of several 
haiifihty persons who liave an un- 
just prejudice agni list the deaf. 

" But I do not hear anythinif," 
she s;tid in answer to a query of the 
invent<jr, whereat he maiiii»ulate<| 
wvi-ral keys, with the result th^t 
the writer al onPe exclaimed : 

"I feel keen and pleasant vifira 
tions, tint do I exactly hear them? 
/ do not know what sound is like " 
,Mr Hutchinson continued to 
manipulate the keyn of the instru- 
ment andtosp«-ak into the speak- 
iiiK-tube, anil in a few moments 
the deaf girl could easily hear and 
distinguish the words, " Hello," 



" Papa," " Mamma," with her eyes 
closed, even when the words were 
given at random. She was ex- 
ceedingly delighto<l with this rare 
discovi-ry and when she heard a 
whistle she could hardly conceal 
her joy and felt like giving vent to 
it in a Highland fling. 

•' You correctly diflterentiated 
the words 'Hello, papa, mama,' 
without leading my lips," said Mr. 
Hutchinson, "ami in yout case as 
that of other deaf persons, it is biil 
natural to suppose that with proper 
instruction ami practice they could 
be enabled, in turn, to increase 
the number of worils, and even- 
tually lo iindiistand conversation." 
There bi-injf other deaf persons 
anxious to test the instriimeiit that 
evening, the lii>-ieader was obliged 
to postpone the queries she desired 
to put to the inventor until the last 
day of the convention. When op- 
portunity came she asked : 

" Will you jilease tell me how 
you came to invent the akoulal- 
lion ?" 

"The fundamental leasoii for 
starling' on the subject," reliiriied 
the iiivt nior. " was to enable a 
personal frieinl of mine, Mr. Lyman 
(Jould, of Mobile, Ala., to hear. 
By Ihe use of the instrument his 
hearing has b<< n improved so that 
he can now Ip lu- some words with- 
out any in-lruiiient." 

"The instriKttimi instrument," 
Mr. Hiitidiison went on in answer 
to another query, " is designed for 
use in.sehools or at home to teaidi 
the meaninur of sounds to the ileaf. 
Alter tiny have learned what 
sounds mean, the small piirlable 
iiistriimeni will enable them to 
have an instrument with them 
always, to be ii.-" d in m-dinary con- 
versation. 

"Too much is expected of Ihe 
akoulallion. A man who has al- 
ways b I deaf expe(!ts to under- 
stand all that is being said from 
Ihe very lirsl. As I stated before, 
this is impossible." 

" What instrument is it that 
most cnmjerns thegeneial public?" 
"That is the small portable 
affair. Ft is very small, not con- 
.'^pi(Mlous, easily disposed of when 
not needed, not expiMisive lo keep 
in order, does not require any 
knowledge ot electricity to operate 
it, will enable the. deaf to attend 
church and lectures and hear all 
that is said, and will place them on 
Ihe same fooling as those of normal 
hearing. In other words, the 
instrument I have been discussing 
is to Ihe ears whal a jiair of spect- 
acles are to the eyes. It does not 
enter the ear further than an 
ordinary speaking tube ami no 
harmful results are possible." 

VVIIAI IT HAS ACCOMPUHHKD. 

" How about the results of lli( 
i«wts made with the akoulallion ?" 

" I should say that from the tests 
made on tu^hly of the most Intel 
ligeiil dt-af people, some of them 
totally deaf, congenitally, or from 
di><ease, I have come to the follow- 
ing conclusions : 

"I. That sound has been con- 
veyed lo the ears of all who have 
tested the akoulallion. 

"2. When three words of two 
xyllables (Miidi were spoken to them 
aller they had been shown the 
nnaniiig of the sounds of the words, 
they were enabled to distinguish 
the words when s|)okeii to them at 
ranilom, their eyes being chmed so 
that they could not see the lips of 
the siieaker. 

" :}. It is impossible for a person 
who has never heard to distinguish 
and uiulersiand siuinds of speeirh, 
the same as it is impossible for 
those of normal hearing to under- 
stand a fiM-eign language without 
first learning the meaning of for- 
eijjii w<»rds. 

"4 That although a person his 
once heard, if he has been tolali.> 
deaf for over two years he will not 
at once understand s|>eech, but his 
pro«ri-s will be more lapid than 
Ihat of one who has always been 
deaf. 

"5. That although a person is 
<mly partialis deaf, the eai-s liavi 
become unused lo the requirements 
necessary to peifi ct hearing- they 
having in a sens'- become the same 
as an arm or a !iinb, which, if used 
only ocrasioiialiy, beiiomes stiff un- 
til exorci. I- I again — and such a 
deaf person will not at fiist under- 
stand with the instrument the same 
as he will after practicing with it. 

" t> Th.it having been instructed 
by means of the instrument outfit, 
the deaf can better aiipreciate the 
small portable instrument than 
they could appreciate it if not right- 
ly instructed. 

"7. 'I'hat a v""X ''"'.V born 
deaf was enabled to hear a piano 
playing in the room, she lieing 
seated in a cliair provided a with 
suitable eiishion lo prevent vibra- 
tions from the floor reaching her 
her feel being away from the floor. 
She distinguished the dilTereiKre in 
the music played on a piano and 
on the phonograph and enjoyed all 
she heard, 

" 8. That sound was conveyed to 
the ears of several congenitally 
deaf when they were situated 
sevenly-foiir feet from the source 
of sound, and held Ihe portable in- 
strunieot III theii ears. 

"9. Thai the i^oiiud of music was 
yleasant to all '' 

Wednesilav, Hie delegates were 
given a prolonged trolley ride, 
round about St. F'aul, Minneapolis 
and Minnehaha Falls, and during 



the ride, wondfrful stories were 
heard of the akoulallion. If one 
were to put down the impressions 
and (experiences of eacdi who had 
tested Ww instrumimt, it would 
read like a book of won.ders. Suf- 
fice it to say, that all were, delight- 
ed with the t«sts, and the next day 
n resolution of thanks was voted 
.Mr. Hutchinson for the ofiportiini- 
ties offered of testing his iiislni- 
meiit. 

Thursday, there was an excursion 
and i>icnic on Lake Minnctonka 
from 10 A.M., to K p.m. This lake 
has natural beaiilices whii-h are 
much appieidated by tourists, and 
the fishing is excidlent. The re- 
ception, the liauquet the trolley 
ride, tin; exi'ursion and picnic were 
all free to tlu^ visitors, thus mani- 
festing the great liosi»ilality of the 
deaf of St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
Friday, Ihe last day of Ihe con- 
vention, saw the delegates in ses- 
sion disposing of unfinished busi- 
ness. A new president, .1. b. 
Smith, of Faribault, Minn., and 
vaiious new ofiicers were elecled 
amid iiiik.-Ii acelamalion. 

Finally, the writer wishes lo 
acknowledge the gn;at debt ol 
gralilude she owes lo her fellow- 
sufferers for the many useful and 
wholesome lessons which were 
brought home to her by asscx'-iating 
with the deaf dcdegales. One fact 
was evident, that whih^ speeidi and 
lip reading were invalualih' boons, 
the- siirn-laiiguage ami linger iil- 
pliabet were indispensable for \w 
tiires given lud'ore a large audiem-e 
of deaf persons, where a lip reader 
would be unable lo seiuire the 
usual seat of advantage, near the 
front, but not too conspieuonsly 
near the iilatf'orm. Tliere is an 
indescribable (diarin in conversing 
with a deaf-mute in signs, lor it is 
wonderful how iniurh sentiment, 
imagination and thinking a few 
signs can cxfiress. Take, for 
instance, ihe beautiful sign exjires- 
sion " I love all deaf people." 
Aftei giving the "I" in the manual 
alphabcl, tor the word " love" vou 
press your hands against your 
heart, and sometimes it looks as 
if (he speaker really meant to 
squeeze his liearl for very rapture 
of the soul IIkmi you point youi 
finger at the person yiui address- 
thus signifying "you." All in all, 
after a few days' association with 
Ihe deaf, one is lempb-d lo recall 
Ihe lines :
